ENROLLMENT 


Gettysburg's 
public 
schools 
opened today with about 
2.650 
pupils enrolled for a new all-time 
high. 


Although final figures were not 
available this afternoon, the first 
day enrollment in the six ele­ 
mentary grades is about 1.354. 
including 230 youngsters who are 
enrolled in the first grade. 
At the high school there are ap­ 
proximately 1.300 pupils as com­ 
pared with an enrollment of about 
1.170 last year, an increase of 
approximately 130.

Teachers, who reported Mon­ 
day for a pre-school session, met 
with their classes for a full-day 
schedule today.

Smith said there was no one in 
the doctor’s office so he left and 
walked to a movie, decided he 
didn t like the picture and then 
started home.

THAT KILLED 
PREMIER AND IO

AMMAN, Jordan (AP)—Investi­ 
gators said today they believed 
two 
missing 
press 
messengers 
who apparently escaped to Syria 
planted the bombs that killed Pre­ 
mier Hazza Majali. One suspect is 
being held. 


One of the missing messengers, 
Kamal Shammout, 22, was em­ 
ployed by Egypt’s Middle East 
News Agency before its office 
here was closed in 1957 in the 
long feud between Jordan and 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser's 
United Arab Republic of Egypt 
and Syria. 
Young King Hussein, apparent­ 
ly in firm control of the nation 
despite the assassination Monday 
of Majali and IO other persons, 
named Bahjat el Talhouni, chief 
of the Cabinet, as the head of a 
new government. 
He approved 
Talhouni's new 
11-man govern­ 
ment, including seven holdovers 
from the Majali Cabinet. 
A special committee appointed 
to investigate the bombings, which 
wounded 41 other persons, held a 
messenger boy at the press bu­ 
reau for questioning. 
The bureau occupies part of the 
building housing the Majali’s of­ 
fice. The bombs were planted in 
Majali's office and in the office 
of the director of the press bu­ 
reau. 
Shammout and his colleague. 
Shaker Dabbas, were employed at 
the press bureau. They disap­ 
peared a few hours before the 
bombs went off. 
Amman returned to an outward­ 
ly normal appearance. The cur­ 
few was lifted. Airports were re­ 
opened, and business resumed as 
usual.

"The national 
crop of apples is more than 12 
million bushels smaller than last 
year's according to U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture estimates, and 
eight million of this 12 million de­ 
crease is in the major processing 
states which includes the Appa­ 
lachian area, New York and Cali­ 
fornia. 
Quality 
Is 
Superior 
The growers’ statement 
con­ 
tinues: "M arkets are not clogged 
with the remains of the previous 
year’s crop as they were this time 
last season. Price levels for fresh 
channels 
now 
are 
accordingly 
much better than a year ago. 
With the shorter supply this should 
continue. 
"The outlook is favorable as to 
employment and wages, as to 
competition from other foods, both 
fresh and processed, and as to 
increasing population. There is 
higher confidence among growers, 
proce.ssors and 
buyers. Quality 
over the East is superior. 
"With the short crop concen­ 
trated, as it is in the main pro­ 
cessing belts, 
growers’ cost of 
production, handling and delivery 
to processors will be high and 
will average, it seems. $3 per IOO 
pounds, delivered to processors, 
which is $1.35 for a 45-pound 
bushel. 
"Profit Seems Fair" 
"A gross profit to the grower of 
30 cents per IOO lbs. or 134 
cents per bushel, seems fair. That 
means a $3.30 gross return per 
hundredweight. Since fully IO per 
cent of the average crop delivered 
to processors does not grade U.S.

The meeting of foreign ministers 
of the Organization of American 
States drew to a close Monday aft 
er condemning the campaign of the 
Soviet and Chinese Communists to 
use Cuba as a willing spring 
board into the Americas.

packed for home. 
It was the second walkout of

conference.

delegation from the Dominican 
Republic quit the meeting Aug. 20 
after the other ministers found

regime guilty of plotting to as­ 
sassinate 
Venezuelan 
President 
Romulo 
Betancourt 
and 
voted 
political and economic sanctions 
against the Dominican Republic. 
"Two dictators gone—one from 
the left, one from the right.” one 
diplomat remarked after the Cu­ 
ban walkout.

Some 
felt the ministers' tough action 
would restore public faith in the 
system.

INFORMATION 
CAN BE HELD 
BACK ONLY BY 
THE PRESIDENT 


UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. <AP) 
—Only the President can claim 
executive privilege to withhold in­ 
formation 
from 
Congress, 
the 
chief .counsel of the House Gov­ 
ernment Information subcommit­ 
tee said today. 
It is “ pernicious doctrine” for 
executive departm ents and agen­ 
cies to claim such a right, added 
Jacob Scher, a iavyyer and former 
newspaperman now on leave from 
Northweetern University. 
He traced the legal and politi­ 
cal history of the executive privi­ 
lege claim in a speech prepared 
for a convention of journalism 
educators, and criticized use of it 
under the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion. 
Invoked Periodically 
The doctrine has been invoked 
periodically by presidents of all 
parties dating 
back to George 
Washington. But Scher said the 
claim has been used increasingly 
by the Eisenhower administration 
starting with tile Army-McCarthy 
hearings in 1954 
Scher said there is no specific 
reference in the Constitution to an 
executive previlege of confidenti­ 
ality. He acknowledged that sep- 
aration of powers is related to the 
issue, but said only the courts can 
settle that constitutional question. 
He contended that withholding of 
information under claim of the 
privilege had grown sharply since 
Eisenhower’s 1954 order. 
"Thereafter it became a slogan 


and a banner under which more 
and 
more 
federai departments 
and agencies asserted the right 
to withhold information from Con­ 
gress and the people,” he said. 
"By the rules of reason and ex­ 
perience, there is little room for 
government secrecy in a democ­ 
racy.”
